LETTERS IN BOTTLE FROM MAN

Commander Wrote Four Notes to 
Members of Family Before Air

LONDON, Feb. 24.—A bottle has been 
picked up from the sea containing the 
last messages from the commander of 
Zeppelin L-19, which was wrecked in 
the North Sea, and addresggd to the 
commander’s parents, wife. and little

ANTIQUE TEMPLE IS BOGUS 


Coffee Said to Hav: Been Used to 
Make Shrine imported to U. §. 
Avpear Centuries Old. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Through a de- 
cision by Judge Barber in the United 
States Court of Customs Appeals, Prof. 
William Hobson Baitzell of Wellesley 
College learned today that not only 
would he have to pay full duty on an 
“antique Pallas shrine,’ for which he 
paid $100,000, but that the shrine had 
been manufactured within the last 530 

years. 

Judge Barber stated that no deception 
hadi been intended by Prof. Baitzell, 
who was duped by bogus art dealers in 
Italy. He purchased the temple sup- 
posing it was from 250 to 300 years old 
and had it erected on his estate at 
Wellesley. 

“It was established,’ said the Court, 
“that the temple had been produced 
part:iy by machinery within less than 
fifty years, and in addition, had been 
designedly treated with applications 
tending to produce and which had pro- 
duced. a simulated appearance of an- 
tiquity evidently sufficient to mislead 
the importers’ expert witnesses.”

Chapel of the Missouri State penitentiary 
was used last evening for a formal and 
exclusive dance, at which Carl McClung, 
son of D. C. McClung, Warden of the 
penitentiary, and chairman of the Dem- 


ocratic-State Committee, was host. The 
general public was not admitted to the 
penitentiary, the only admission being 
to the 100 of the younger social set at 
the capital to whom invitations were 
sent. 

Receiving with the Warden’s son was 
Miss Jerene Lartonoix of Jefferson City. 
The affair was in honor of Miss Cath- 
erine Cardin and Alfred Brunner of 
Coffeyville, Kan., who are visiting in 
Jefferson City. 

Dance Was Exclusive, 

The dance was one of the most ex- 
clusive given in ihe--capital in many 
months. The invitation list being lim- 
ited much more closely than were the 
lists for the Governor’s military ball, 
Jan. 1, and the George Washington 
party which Gov. and Mrs. Major gave 
Tuesday evening. 

The prison chapel was decorated for 
the affair, and music for the dancing 
was by the prison orchestra of con- 
victs. 

Private parties in the penitentiary have 
been given several times during the 
present administration, and while it is 
usual for invitations to be issued, the 
word usually is passed about that a gen- 
eral invitation is extended to the pub- 
lic. 

Many extertainments were given in the 
prison during the ast aeneton of the 
Legislature. 

The invitations issued for last night's 
dance, printed in the prison, read: 

‘Mr. Carl McClung and Miss Jerene 
Lartonoix request your presence at 4 
dance to be given in honor of Miss Cath- 
erine Cardin and Mr. Alfred Brunner 
at the M. 8S. P. chapel Wednesday even- 
ing, Feb. 23,.at 8 o’clock. Formal.” 

Has Prison Job. 

The prison chapel has never been 
used for social affairs in Jefferson City 
except when the Warden or a member 
of his family was host. There is no gen- 
eral standing invitation for the public 
at large to use it. ‘n addition to hav- 
ing the privilege of entertaining his 
frends at exclusive parties on the 
State’s property, the Warden’s son 
holds a job in the prison. He is store- 
keeper and has charge of the prison 
commissary from which supplies are 
furnished and from which various arti- 
cles of food are sold to the convicts. 

The traffic with the convicts is a pri- 
vate business enterprise of the War- 
den’s son. The State provides the store- 
room and light and labor for conduct- 
ing the business of the commissary. 

At a legislative investigation last year 
an attempt was made by prison authori- 
ties to show that the convicts were sup- 
plied from the commissary at cost arti- 
cles they desired to purchase. The 
State pays young McClung $100 a month 


as storekeeper. .

LANDING CAPTIVES 


They Destroy the British Steamer 
‘Westburn Outside Santa Cruz 
de Teneriffe Harbor. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—The British steam- 
ship Westburn, which yesterday eén- 
téred Santa Cruz de Teneriffe, Canary 
Islands, in charge of a German. prize 
crew, with 206 prisoném aboard, was 
sunk by her captors outside the harbor 
today, according to latest reports. 


After landing their prisoners, taken 
from various vessels sunk by a German 
sea raider believed to be the Moewe, the 
German prize crew put to sea again, 
the message said, and sank their prize. 

The Westburn left Liverpool Jan. 21 
for Buenos Aires. The German raider 
Moewe i§ the same ship which had 
captured the British passenger steam- 
ship Appam and had her sent with a 
German crew to Newport News. 

The Westburn is a vessel Gr 3300 tons. 
She was built in 1893 and is owned by “J. 
Westall of Sunderland. The prisoners 
on board came from the British steam- 
ers Flamenco, Horace, Clan MacTavish 
and Cambridge, the British bark Edin- 
burgh and the Belgian steamer Luxem- 
bourg. 

Work of the Moewe as a German 
Raider. 

The fact that the steamer Wesrburn 
has among the prisoners on board men 
from the British steamer Clan MacTa- 
vish, which was sunk after an exciting 
battle by the Moewe off the coast of 
Africa in January, seemingly would in- 
dicate that the Flamenco, Horace Edin- 
burgh and Luxemborough had met a 
similar fate. The Moewe, in addition to 
disposing of the Clan MacTavish, de- 
stroyed six other steamers, the Cor- 
bridge, which probably is the Cam- 
bridge referred to in the London dis- 
patches, Trader, Author, Ariadne, Dru- 
monby and Farringford. 

The Luxemborough and the Flamenco 
are the largest of the vessels mentioned 
in the London dispatch. 

Both of then: carry passengers. The 
Flamenco, which belongs to the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Co., was a vessel of 
4500 tons, and the Luxemborough, owned 
by the Belgian National Transporta- 
tion Co. of Antwerp, displaced 433:

The Horace, which was built in 1895, 
was a vessel of 3355 tons, and belonged

tons. 

The Edinburgh was a three-masted 
bark of 1475 tons. She was built in 188°.

New rates for. business telephones will 
be put inte effect April 1 by the South.

Co., which has obtained the Public Serv- 
ice Commission’s approval for a -new 
rate schedule. Residence telephones are 
not affected. 

The company asked for increases 
which, it estimated, would add $158,000 a 
year to its revenues. The commission 
cut $53,000 from this estimate, and 
scaled the rates so as to produce an 
increase of $105,000 a vear. The new 
rates will be tested for year, after 
which the commission may order fur- 
ther revision. 

The company desired to increase its 
rate for business unlimited direct lines 
from $78 to $108.

The full schedule of new rates, as ap- 
proved by the commission, is*‘as fol- 
lows:

Measured service—Two-party line, 720 
messages, $39 annually; direct line, 840 
messages, $45; 1200 messages, $60; 1500 
messages, $69; 1800 messages, $98. 

Extra messages upon the last three, 4 
cents each; upon the first two, 5 cents 
each. Additional messages above 1800, 
if contracted for in lots of 300, $9. 

The company proposes to install busi- 
ness coin collectors for two-party line 
service upon a guarantee of 10 cents a 
day, with additional messages at 5 cents 
For direct line service the guarantee is 
16 cents-a day. 

Commercial unlimited private branch 
exchange will be $324 a year, and meas- 
ured service $183. 

Business semiautomatic unlimited serv- 
ice is fixed at $174 a year, and measured 
service at $132 a year. 

The commission, commending the new 
schedule, says that “while it increases 
certain rates, the increase is confined 
to the subscriber who makes a large and 
valuable use of the telephone.”

“I do not say deliberately, but I fear 
directly upon the breakers,’’ he said. 

When asked about reports that he had 
conferred with former Secretary Bryan 
before preparing his bill and resolution, 
Senator Gore said: ‘I have not seen 
Mr. Bryan since last January. I did 
talk to him at that time about the bills 
on this subject I had then introduced. 
(*f course, I know that Mr. Bryan fa- 
vors action as I propose.”’ 

Senator Gore's statement contends 
there is a fundamental difference be- 
tween an armed and an unarmed 
ship. 

Refers to Publie Opinion. 

“I doubt if Germany will consent 
to vouchsafe immunity to armed mer- 
chant vessels,’”’ he said, “‘I do not be- 
lieve that public opinion in the United 
States would justify a war with Ger- 
many on account of her refusal to 
grant a safe conduct to such ships.” 

The statement declares guns aboard 
merchant ships are a survival of the 
times when pirates and privateers 
roamed the seas and that at a time 
when travel -upon . ‘which ships 
jeopardizes the nation’s peace there 
is no real sacrifice of*natienal honor 
and dignity by warning Americans to 
avoid such ships. 

“The progress of civilization,” says 
tue statement, has consisted largely in 
withdrawal from the individual these 
rights or privileges which are incom- 
patible with the paramount interest of 
organized society. 

His Position Summed Up. 

“Instead of being a breach of nation- 
al honor to permit this republic to dive 
headlong into the bloody whirlpool of 
war in order to protect the unessentia!

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—This morning’s 
newspapers here comment as follows oF 
the relations between the United States 
and Germany over the submarine is- 
sue: 

World: Whether this new subma- 
rine order is only paper concession to the 
Tirpitz party or whether German pub- 
lic opinion in favor of a resumption of 
submarine warfare is so strong that it 
cannot be ignored, is the riddle of the 
situation. We can only guess. But it 
is certain that the less Congress med- 


dies with the issue the better. Congress- 


could only play politics with it, and 
bungling politics at that. There Is 
enough politics at the Berlin end. 

Tribume: Mr. Wilson’s policy has 
made for war by running away from 
duty. After 10 months of nightmare—of 
“crisis” after “crisis,” and incident after 
incident, the policy has accomplished 
nothing, and the peril has mounted 
higher and higher. 

Has Mr. Wilson done better than brave 
old Capt. Parker on Lexington Green, On 
April 19, 1775, when he said to his men, 
“Don’t fire unless fired upon-—but if 
they want war, let it begin here.” 
“They” want war: it did begin there, 
and there began also our country, our 
liberty,-our craditions. To all these Mr. 
Wilson has been false. He has betrayed 
us, and the men of Lexington. But he 
has not achieved peace; there is no 
peace on such terms, and there never 


will be. 
Herald: Whatever the future may 


hold in store, it is certainly high time 
that the Democratic leaders in Congress 
were aroused.

When -this nation re- 
solves to draw the sword, it should so 
resolve only for the highest and worthi- 
est motives—only for motives so high 
and so worthy that they must excuse 
the awful waste and woe and bloodshed 
of war by their Very righteousness and 
justice and solemn importance.

Sum Used to Buy Membership 
on Chicago Board of. Trade. 
Senior Partner Says. 


Samuel G. Payne, senior partner of 
the bankrupt firm of Payne & Becker, 
stock and grain brokers, testifying be 
fure Bankruptcy Referee Coles today, 
gaid the business, against which thero 
are now many thousands of dollars of 
claims, was founded on a capital of 
only $3000, and that this was all invested 
in a membership in the Chicago Board 
of Trade. 

“I put in $1500 and Bontie A. Becker. 
my partner, put in $1500," said Payne. 
“IT never put in any more money after 
that. Becker told me he put in some 
additional money, ‘but I don't know 
anything about it. We bought a mem- 
bership in the Chicago Board of Trade 
and started in business on that. I had 
no resources and no backing."’ 

From this “shoestring” Payne and 
Becker branched out until they had 
offices here, in Kansas City, Wichita, 
Kan., Mexico, Mo. and Oklahoma 
City. When they closed their doors 
they had Habilities of $200,000. 


Becker Handled Books. 


Payne said Becker handled the tooks 
and attended to the banking. Payne 
signed a few checks at Becker’s direc- 
tion, he said, but 90 per cent of the 
checks were signed by Becker. 

“We had a few good years,” said 
Payne. ‘In one year we cleared $28,000 
I. drew $250. a month salary and $25 a 
week for expenses. Becker and I usu- 
ally drew an extra $500 each at the end 
of the year. After the waf started we 
drew very littic."’ 

Bontie Becker disappeared Nov. 19, 
the day the firm closed its doors and 
none of the Greditors knew that defi- 
nite word had been received from 
him since then until his father, E. 
C. Becker, a retired capitalist, tes- 
tified today that on the night of 
Dec. 23 last, when he returned home 
in the evening, he found Bontie there 
awaiting him. This statement came 
as a eurprise to all the creditors in 
the room and there were many sub- 
dued expressions of amazement. 

Questioned by J. M. Lashly, eoun- 
sel for the trustee in bankruptcy, 
Becker Sr. said that this was the 
first time he had seen or heard of 
his son since his disappearance in 
November. He said that Bontie had 
told him he had been working upon 
a farm in Northwestern Missouri, but 
did not tell the exact locality. He 
said that Bontie appeared to be great- 
ly excited, almost out of his mind, 
and could answer few questions re- 
garding business. He promised to re- 
main in the city and assist the cred- 
itors of the firm in their search for 
assets. 

Disappears Second Time. 

Becker Sr. testified that the next 

morning he gave Bontie $100 as had 
been his custom every Christmas eve. 
Bontie was penniless,- his father said, 
and still greatly excited. .The tather 
said that he was obliged to go down- 
town on business on Dec. 2%, and that 
Bontie had promised to remain in the 
house but that Bofitie had disappearea 
again when the father returned home in 
the afterrioon. 
' Becker Sr., in his testimony, said that 
he had assisted his son to organize the 
firm and had made a loan to Payne 
upon a house and lot so that he could 
make the original partnership paymeny. 
..@ said that at one time Bontie had 
asked permission to use nis safe de- 
posit box to hold securities of iue com- 
pany, but said that arrangement had 
ceased several years a go. 

The testimony of Becker came uur 
ing a break in the testimony o: Payne 
caused by his breakdown. ihd ~«eadc- 
down came while he was being ques- 
tioned regarding his knowledge of the: 
affairs of the firm. 

Payne said he left all the bookkeeping 
to Becker, that Becker was the oniy 
one who knew of loans and collateral 
and that no separate books were kept 
by him as head of the Kansas City 
branch.

MILAN, via Paris, Feb. ‘M—Detaliey | 
are now published of the raid carried 
out on last Friday by an Italian air 
squadron on Libach, and it is declared 
to have been eminently successful, chief- 
ly on account of the heroism of Capt. 
Salomone, who piloted a large machine 
carrying four men. 

The tack, entrusted to this machine, 
was to engage adversary air craft in 
order to allow the other Italian machiner 
to accomplish their mission of bom- 
bardment.

To take the 
fortress is one of the chief ambitions 
with which the Crown Brince has 
been credited.

carry Verdun by storm. It is pointed 
cout that besides the formidable works 
of the fortress, it is further protected 
by a field army under command of Gen.

The mystery of the disappearing in- 
fant which has befogged the counter 
suits of the Miskinoffs since the cases 
were called before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Clark last Monday, was solved yes- 
terday afternoon. The veil was lifted 
out of court, 
been taken for that purpose, and when 
the litigants appear tomorrow morning 
explanations will be made to the Jus- 
tice and the actions will officially end. 
Couple Will Separate. 

Then the Prince will go his way and 
the Princess hers, both having decided 
that life together is impossible. The 
Prince voiced his intention of joining 
the army in Russia. The Princess will 
cohtinue to devote herself to the found- 

ling and to New York society. 

Indications that unexpected develop- 
ments wer pending came when. Malcolm 
R. Lawrence, attorney for Mme. Miskin- 
off, asked Justice Clark to dismiss the 
Prince’s action on the ground that the 
plaintiff had failed to make out a case. 
Miskinoff had just left the witness 
chair. 

“If it can be established that there 
was no child born of this marriage, I 
will agree that both cases be dropped,” 
said John G. Oldmixon, counsel for the 
Prince. “I would suggest that Dr. 
George Foster of Dr. Alston’s private 
hospital, who attended Mme. Miskinoff, 
be examined on this point and that 
Madame s'!so give her version of. what 
she was there for.’’ 

“Both sides want a separation and 
neither side demands alimony, so the 
only point which -interests the Court 
was whether there was or was not an 
infant born of this couple,” said the 
Justice. 


Attending Physician Called. 
. Dr, Foster was asked if he had at- 
tended Mme. Miskinoff—known to him 
as Mrs. Jackson Gouraud—at Miss Al- 
ston’s hospital, April 1 to 13, last. He| 
replied he was her attending physician 
and had seen her repeatedly. 

“Was a child born to her?” inquired 
Lawyer Lawrence. 

“There was not,”’ answered the phy- 
sician. 

He said Mme. Miskinoff was suffering 
with nervous trouble, and that she went 
to the hospital for rest. 

Mme. Miskinoff admitted no child had 
been born to her at the hospital and 
verified Dr. Foster’s version of her ail- 
ment, 

ge «now no more about the parentage 
of the child now than I did before,”

“IPFLAGER TELLS 
WHY GLEN ECHO 
COMMITTEE QUIT 


Says When Reorganization Work 
Ended Men Had Right to 
Act as Individuals. 


Harry M. Pflager of 19 Kingsbury 
place, vice president of the Common- 
wealth Steel Co., and one of the trus- 
tees who brought about the reorganiza- 
tion of the Glen Echo Country Club, 


tertified this morning, in Judge McE\|hin- 
ney’s court at Clayton, in the injunc- 
ticn suit filed by 26 of the 135 “outs,” 
who were not included in the reorga- 
rized club. The “outs’’ are trying to 
keep the trustees from excluding them 
in future from the club privileges. 

Pflager, other trustees have testified, 
Was selected as a ‘neutral’ in factional 
controversies in the club. He testified 
that he and the other trustees consid- 
ered their duty as a committee of the 
club ended, when 272 members voted to 
cissolve the club, and only 115 applied 
for membership.in the new club. 

After that, he said, the trustees con- 
sidered that their duty to the club had 
been fulfilled, and that they had a right 
to act as individuals, toward the forma- 
tion of a new club. 

In this part of his testimony, Pflager 
was practically repeating the words of 
John C. Roberts, vice president of the 
International Shoe and publisher of the 
St. Louis Star, who was on the stand 
all day yesterday. 

Tells of Club’s Troubles. 

Roberts testified to the troubles in the 
Glen Echo Club, which came to a head 
a little more than a year ago: of meet- 
ings.in the Washington Hotel Feb. 6 
and 12,.1915: and of the meeting of Feb. 
23, at which the committee of five was 
appointed. ‘his committee, which was 
later made the basis of the board of 
nine trustees, consisted of C. D. John- 
son, Roberts, E. A. Faust, James C. 
Jones and Pflager. 

Roberts was asked about statements 
made in the testimony given, at the 
hearings early in January, by Jones and 
G. A. Buder. Jones, in his testimony. 
quoted Roberts as saying that he was 
in favor of admitting everybody (mean- 
ing those who were then members) to 
the new organization. Roberts said he 
did not say that he favored admitting 
everybody. 

Buder, testifying in January, said that 
at the sale of the club property July 10, 
he asked Roberts whether Roberts was 
buying in the property for “all the 
boys,’ and that Roberts, after whisper- 
ing with Johnson, replied that he was. 
Thereupon Buder stopped bidding 
against Roberts. 

Roberts gave a different version of 
the incident. He said Buder did not 
ask him the question stated, but that 
he heard Buder put such a question to 
Albert Bond Lambert, and that Lam- 
bert replied: “‘No, I’m buying it in for 
nine gentlemen,’’ meaning the trustees. 

Buder then asked Lambert what he 
proposed to do with the property, Rob- 
erts said, and Lambert replied that per- 
haps it might be used as a potato patcn. 

Roberts emphatically expressed his 
belief that his committee’s duty to the 
club ended when the vote on the pro- 
pasal to dissolve the club and form a 
new club was taken. He said the vote 
to dissolve was 272, with one or two 
yvcetes against dissolution. But only 115 
applied for membership in the new 
club, he said. This was not a sufficient 
rumer to organize with, he said, “and 
what we did afterward we did as indi- 
viduals.” 

Reorganization Explained. 

Roberts said there were three rea- 
sons why it was impossible to reorga- 
nize the club on the basis of the old 
membership. First, he said, some old 
members did not wish to enter the new 
club; second, some were considered ob- 
jectionable; and third, the 2 perpetual 
members had a lien on the property. He 
discussed the legal and moral rights of 
tnese perpetual members at some lengt., 
end said that, while some members 
thought their claim against the club had 
expired, he had held that the club waa 
under a certain moral obligation to 
them, as in 1902 they had advanced 
money to save the club. 

He said that when the committee 
hired experts to examine the club’s 
books, it was reported that the sum 
of $384.57 each could be paid to the per- 
petual members, in a distribution of the 
club’s assets. This figure was not sat- 
isfactory to most of them. 
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ASQUITH. REPLS 
TO SOCIALIST WHO 
SUGGESTS PEACE 


Repeats Declaration That ‘War 
Will End With Destruction 
of German Militarism. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—Premier Asquith 
found himself unexpectedly face to face 
in the House of Commons yesterday 
| with a new demand for the Govern- 
ment’s views of peace. He took up the 
gauntlet almost eaverly, and in a brist- 
ling 15-minute speech, made it clear thaj 
the British Government’s determination 
to carry the war to the end without 
compromise, had net abated a jot. 

The only terms of peace Premier As- 
quith ‘offered to the enemy countries 
were contained in the historic announce- 
ment which was the outstanding feature 
of his speech at the London Guild Hall 
in November, 1914, which he repeated: 

“We shall never sheathe the sword, 
which we have not lightly drawn, until 
Belgium—and, I wil] add, Servia—re- 
cover in full measure all and more than 
they have sacrificed; until France is 
adequately secured against aggression; 
until the rights of the small nations of 
Europe are based upon an unassailable 
foundation, and until the military domi- 
nation of Prussia is wholly and finally 
destroyed.” 

Reply to Socialist. 

The Prime Minister’s stern deciara- 
tion created a deep impression on ail 
parts of the house, and this found reflec- 
tion subsequently in the. lobbies. The 
occasion for the Premier’s pronounce- 
ment was a speech which Philip Snow- 
den of the Independent Labor party in- 
jected into the debate on the consoll- 
dated fund bill, a routine measure, pro- 
viding appropriations mainly for inter- 
est on the national debt. Snowden 
urged that the time was ripe for peace 
negotiations, maintaining that there was 
little or no hope of a crushing victory 
on either side, and that if the war went 
on all the participants would be bank- 
rupted in men and money. 


FERGUSON MAYOR FAVORS 
SALOON TO AID REVENUES 


John H. Kinealy, Mayor of Fer- 
guson, today- told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that his town needed a 5a 
loon within its corporate limits, so 
that an annual deficit in the city 
treasury might be wiped out. 

As things now stand, he says, Fer- 
guson gets all the evils of a wet 
town without the compensating reve- 
nue. There is a saloon, known as 
“Jack’s Place,” within a block out- 
side the corporate limits. It gets all 
its busines from Ferguson residents, 
without paying to the city an an- 
nual license fee of $1000 which would 
be exacted from saloons within cor- 
porate limits. 

The average annual municipal 
penses of Ferguson are $5800, 
the income $5300. Last year’s de- 
ficit was made up by imposing a dog 
tax. But taxes have been increased 
to the constitutional limit, so other 
measures of raising revenue are now 
undertgken. There is a tax of 5 
to 12 cents a ton for public weigh- 
ing commodities, and merchants’ li- 
censes.have been increased. A sa- 
loon within the corporate limits, 
paying $1000 license, would give the 
city a surplus. 
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Friday’s Fish Special.

EDITOR TELLS OF 


HIRING BRANDEIS 
INBALLINGER CASE 


Employed to Protect Interests of 
Collier’s Weekly and Public, 
Mark Sullivan. Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Mark Sul- 
livan, editor of Collier’s Weekly, 
testified today before the Senate 
committee investigating the nomina- 
tion of Louis D. Brandeis to the Su- 
preme Court, that Brandeis was em- 
ployed by Collier’s as attorney in the 
Ballinger-Pinchot investigation, “to 
protect its interests and those of the 
public.” 

Austen WG. Fox, attorney for those 
opposing Brandeis, had told the com- 
mittee ‘that Brandeis appeared as 
counsel for L. R. Glavis, a former of- 
ficial of the Land Office, about whom 
the charges against Former Secre- 
tary Ballinger centered. 

Sullivan said Norman Hapgood, 
then editor of Collier's, employed 
Brandeis and that no attempt. was 
made to conceal the employment. 

Fox asked the :committee to. sub- 
pena Charles E. Kelley, a New York 
attorney, who, he said. he had infor- 
mation, had been attorney for Col- 
lier’s during the Ballinger-Pinchot 
inquiry. Fox said. he..would show that 
Brandeis stated to Kelley he did not 
wish the fact of his employment by 
Collier’s to be diselosed, and did not 
wish Kelley to be in the hearing 
room except as a spectator. 

Harriman Incident Up Again, 

Waddell Catchings, formerly of the 
office of Sullivan & Cromwell, New 
York lawyers, who represented E. H.

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NOVEL DECISION 


LEAVES CAN TRUST 
SUIT UNSETTLED 


Baltimore Judge Decides to Keep 
Case in Court’s Jurisdiction 
for Future Action. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 24.—Judge 
John C. Rose of the United States Dis- 
trict Court here gave an opinion yester- 
day in the Government's suit against 
the American Can Co., in which he is- 
sued no decree of dismissal of the case, 
nor an order for the dissolution of the 
company. Instead he announced that he 
would retain the bill and jurisdiction in 
the matter. 

The Government sought the dissolution 
of the company on the ground that it 
was an illegal combination in restraint 
of trade under the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

Judge Rose found that the company 
was illegally formed and still is existing 
under the powers thereby acquired, but 
with less control of the trade, and he 
doubted the effectiveness or value of a 
dissolution at this time. 

Some Points Sustained. 

The Court found that the company had 
not been guilty of vicious practices 
within the last few years, but that some 
of the Government’s charges of unfair 
practices in the past were sustained. 
Others, however, were not sustained. 
The Court reached the conclusion that 
at present he would render no decree 
but would retain jurisdiction with the 
right of the Government to ask further 
remedy ‘if there should be a renewal of 
monopolistic or restraint of trade prac- 
tices.”’ 

Judge Rose said he would take the 
course indicated unless one or the other 
of the parties insist on his entering such 
final decree as will enable them to seek 
at once a review by a higher tribunal. 

“Tf either of them do,” he said in con- 
clusion, “‘I am not prepared now to say 
that they will not be within their rights, 
and that it will not be my duty to do 
what they ask. That question is re- 
servei until the occasion for deciding it 
shall arise.” 


Finely Adjusted Machine. 


Before announcing his conclusion, 
Judge\ Rose stated that he was “frankly 
reluctant to destroy so finely an adjust- 
ed industrial machine a: the record 
shows defendant to be. Yet, the Gov- 
ernment, too, has its rights, and has 
thus far been properly insistent upon 
them. 

“The Government recognizes that the 
situation which existed before defendant 
was formed cannot be restored. What :t 
principally fears is that the defendant 
will, to the public prejudice, hereafter 
dangerously use the strength which it 
gained by its original lawbreaking. * * * 
If this petition be dismissed upon its 
merits and without qualification, defend- 
ant might be entitled to claim in any 
future proceeding that nothing here in 
issue may be there used against it. Nor 
would a dismissal without prejudice al- 
together meet the case.’’ 

Judge Rose’s decision is an entirely 
new and novel one. United States law 
officers said it was the first of its kind 
in a case of this nature ever rendered. 


Government's Complaint. 


The Government’s bill of complaint 
filed in Baltimore nearly two years ago, 
charged the American Can Co. and its 
officers with violating the Sherman law 
by absorbing competitors and-can mak- 
ing machinery concerns, fixing prices 
and driving independent manufacturers 
out of the fleld.

Government May Continue the Can 
Company Suit. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The sub- 
stance of Judge Rose’s opinion in ths 
American Can Co. suit was reported to 
Attorney-General Gregory by Assistaat 
Aitorney-General Todd, in charge of 
prosecution under the Sherman law, who 
went to Baltimore to hear the opinion 
rendered. Pending consideration of the 
full opinion, however, the course of the 
department will not be announced. 
There was an impression that the Gov- 
ernment would seek to have a final de- 
cision. Department officials declined to 
discuss the opinion, but it was pointed 
cut that Judge Rose plainly declared ‘he 
Can company was formed illegally, and 
there was no. assurance that its good 
conduct for the past few years was an 
indication of good conduct in future. To 
some extent, it was said, the same de- 
fense of present good conduct might 
have been made justly for the Standard | 
Mil Co., the American Tobacco Co. and 
other combinations which the Govern-

His realistic fury in 

the farewell scene at the end of tha 

third act produced a profound emotional 

reaction in the audience, and for a mo- 

ment galvanized Beriza herself into an- 
imation. 

Shows Great Dramatic Power. 

But even this was cast into the shade 
by his playing in the last act. Desperate 
and haggard, he burst upon Carmen 
with passionate reproaches and tender 
pleadings; then, under the sting of her 
scorn, he was wrought up swiftly to an 
overmastering frenzy which could have 
no issue but murder. Thus the tenor, 
having borne the burden of the action 
all evening, had the fire and energy to 
carry it triumphantly to a climax over- 
whelming in its dramatic intensity. 

In both these scenes Salazar’s sing- 
Ing was as thrilling as his acting. He 
not only colored his voice, but dyed ‘t 
deeply with the emotions he was por- 
traying. His romantic “Flower Song” 
aria in the second act was, as one ex- 
pected, beautifully sung. As a whole 
the performance of this unknown 
artist in a popular-price company was 
far superior vocally and incomparably 
superior histrionically to that of the 
famous Riccardo Martin, heard and 
seen here recently during the Boston- 
Paviowa Opera Company’s season. 

A Supercilicus Carmen, 

Mme. Beriza’s Carmen was an indo- 
lent, passionless creature, who sat down 
a great deal and for the most part 
sauntered superciliously through her 
role. Every trait of the vulgar and 
sensual was deleted, and with them 
went-almost every trace of force and 
flame. she was best in her yawning 
boredom with Don Jose in the third act, 
and in the cheerful, cold-blooded bru- 
tality with which she abandoned him, 
after wrecking his career, for the pros- 
perous toreador. 

Miss Myrna Sharlow, a young S3At. 
Louis soprano, whose father is Patrol- 
man David Sharlow of the Magnolia 
Avenue District, and who has sung 
with the Boston and Chicago Grand 
Opera companies, made her debut in 
her home city in the role of Michaela. 
She revealed a voice small in dimen- 
sions, but of pleasing sweetness, clear- 
ness and purity. To Michaela falls the 
most pretentious aria in ‘“‘Carmen’’—‘‘Je 
dis, que rien ne m’epouvante;’’ her 
singing of it was lyric rather than ac- 
cording to the dramatic sense of its 
words.

men who fight them. A squadron at the 
opening of the war, the battle cruisers 
now form the nucleus of Great Britain’s 
first line fleet of naval offense. There 
are many new ships among the light 
cruisers attached to this squadron, but 
virtually every battle cruisér in it hes 
been ‘“‘blooded’’ to use the navy’s equli- 
valent for the army’s “baptism of fire,” 
and the sailors manning them show the 
pride and poise of veterans.

One lone dreadnought, powerful enough 
to meet almost any foe, but painfully 
slow in comparison with the other units 
of the fleet, swung at anchor. The of- 
ficers on the bridge jokingly explained 
that she formed the third line, to come 
on and pick up the pieces, or if neces- 
sary to be sent out as bait for the wary 
German fleet. 

Navy Guarded Against Disaster. 

The mobility of this fleet has thrown 
on it much of the patrol work in the 

North Sea and it is accepted as a matter 
of course that should the German war 
ships come out it will be the first unit 
of the British navy to feel the shock of 
battle, as it will, on account of its 
speed, be able to get into action before 
the superdreadnough battleships reach 
the scene. Hence its claim to be the 
first line of offense, with the super- 
dreadnoughts second and the old battle- 
ships of the predreadnought period form- 
ing a powerful third line reserve. No 
land force ever has.been so well protect- 
ed against unforeseen disaster as the 
British navy. 

Increase in the size of the big gung 
does not worry the officers of the battle 
cruisers, who say that, since their 13.5- 
inch guns can sink a battleship as far as 
the range can be found, any bigger gums 
would add to the weight of the ship and 
reduce the available space for turrets, 
without sufficient correspoding advan- 
tage. These officers talked about the 
much-heralded German i7-inch gun in 
a speculative way, but, even admitting 
the possibility of mounting it on a war- 
ship, they did not shcw any erent con- 
cern. 

This feeling of confidence in their ghirs 
is not a matter of theory, for the batt!e 
cruisers are the veterans of this war. 
In destructive power they have done only 
what was expected of them: but in 
their powers of resistance they have 
more than surprised their officers. 


Rain of Shell Resisted. 
The battle eruiser Lion, which fougtt 


the greater part of the Dogger Bank ac- 
tion as Vice-Admiral Sir David Beatty's 
flagship, is the most noteworthy exam- 
fle-of this unexpected power of resist- 
ance... High explosive shells rained on 
this ship from stem to stern and al- 
though they ranged in size from the 
Bluecher’s 8-inch ‘to the Deerflinger’s 
J] 12, only one of them reached a spot 
vital enq@ggh to interfere with the ship's 
fighting Power.

F NAVY'S NEEDS

Prepares to Explain to House 

Committee Why Board Wanted 
Strongest Force by 1925. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24,—Rear Admi- 
ral Charlies J. Badger apper.red pefore 
the House Naval Committee in execu- 
tive session today to disclose the inter- 
national considerations which prompted 
the navy general board last year io 
change its policy and declare for a 
United States navy to equal the strong- 
est afloat not later than 192. He was 


also to discuss the time required to get 


the American fleet ready for action 
against a first-class naval Power. 
The discussion of the board’s views cf 


dangers that may confront the nation 
was brought behind closed doors at the 
request of Admiral Badger yesterday, 
when his examination in open session 
was concluded. Representative Stéph- 
ens of Californja asked if the board, 
in altering its policy, did not have in 
mind the possibility that the country 
might have to face foes simultaneously 
in the Pacific and Atlantic. 
Favors Capable Pacific Fleet. 

Admiral Badger refused to discuss the 
subject in detail in open ses:sien. He 
declared, however, that the only sure 
protection for the Pacific Coast was a 
fleet capable of dominating the Pacific 


Ocean. He said that earth slides in the; 


Panama Canal made impossible for 
probably another year the rapid move- 
ment of the fleet from one ocean to 
the other. He deferred further discus- 
sion of the canal situation to the closed 
session. 

Admiral Badger yesterday expressed 
the opinion that. should the United 
States adopt a two-Power standard 
navy, such as recommended by the gen- 
eral board, Great Britain would not 
alter her rate of construction, at least 
until the gap between the fwo fleets 
had been materially .reduced. Earlier 
in his testimony he had said he did 
not consider war with Great Britain 
even a remote possibility. 

Replying to a question by Representa- 
tive Galloway, the Admiral said that in 
framing the $285,000,000 bullding program 
it first proposed under its new policy, 
the, board had been going on the theory 
that it was necessary to get as many 
big ships as possible added to the fleet 
in the shortest time the country’s build- 
ing facilities would permit. 

“Do you think we have the same rea- 
son for desiring supremacy of the sea 
that Ehgland has?’ Representative Gal- 
loway asked. 

“Not at present, * perhaps,’ * the witness 
replied, “but eventually we would have 
to reach out for our share of. world 
trade and anybody who stood in the 
way of our getting a fair deal would 
have to be dealt with.’’ 

Admiral Badger repudiated a sugges- 
tion that military men viewed all inter- 
national problems from the stampoint 
of force, while statesmen looked upon 
force and diplomacy. as equal arms of 
government. 

Diplomacy Depends on. Force. 

‘Ultimately, however,’’ he added, di- 
Plomacy depends on force. When diplo- 
macy fails’ it must either abandon its 
object or call on force.”’ 

Representative Britten asked if the 
general board had not made a recom- 
mendation in 1914 which Secretary Dan- 
lels had refused to make public unless 
its remarks as to personne! in the navy 
were stricken out. Prefacing his reply 
with the statement that Secretary Dan- 
fels was the first Secretary to make 
public the board’s recommendations in 
full and that they were regarded as for 
the confidential use of the Secretary 
only, Admiral Badger said: 

‘“T think much more had been made 
of that incident than is justified.” He 
explained that the board had made 2 
general recommendation as to personn:1. 
amplified with statistical tables to shew 
its effect. When an ex-officio méemb*r 
of the board later suggested that the 
Secretary was disinclined to publish te 
ftatistical part of the recommendations. 
these had been stricken out. There was 
no suggestion, he added, of an attem:: 
by the Secretary to force the board to 
alter its statements. 

Representative Callaway produced. a 
calculation which he said had been 
made for him by a navy. officer, con:- 
paring the gun power of the American 
and German fleets. By these figures 
he said, the American fleet, ‘in guns 
above 56-inch had a total muzzle energy 
of 6,166,448 foot tons and a total broad- 
side projectile weight of 792,906 pounds: 
while Germany’s total muzzle enerry 
was 5,474,858 and broadside projectile 
weight 196,072 pounds. 


Strength Depends on Placing Guna. 
“If the best measure of the strength 
of our fleet is in its gun power,” he 
said, “then we've got a stronger navy 
than Germany, have we not?’ 
“It depends oh how the guns 
mounted -or ecarried,’’ Admiral Badger 
replied. He pointed out that some f»r- 
eign navies. employed many § swift 
cruisers, with .comparatively heavy 
guns, which a single héavy ship with 
a far lower total gun power would siuff 
in a few hours of combat. 
Representative Gallaway sought also 
to show that France was far behin: 
the United States in gun power. Admiral 
Badger said France was building four 
ships to carry sixteen 13.4 guns, each 
mounted four to a turret. .When com- 
pleted they would give her a total of 
138 guns of this size while the United 
States would have afloat about the 
same time, eighty 14-inch and eighty 1°- 
inch: guns. ..The new French -ships, he 
said, would be the most heavily armed 
in the world, but he thought it a mis- 


take to have placed their guns four wu |: 
a turret. A fourth of thelr power woutd | 
gj be lost, he said, if a-single turrent was 


damaged.

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CONGRESS AND THE PRESIDENT. 

The false position of Roosevelt, Root and 2! 
the pro-allies and jingoes who have assailed the 
President for not abandoning diplomacy and using 
rougher means to bring Germany to terms in the 
submarine controversy is emphasized by the sit- 
uation in Congress. 

In the crisis of thé President’s contention for 
the principle and the rule of law and humanity 
he insisted upon, Congress threatens to desert 
him and take the issue out of his hands. 

The President stands for the right of Amer- 
icans to protection from illegal attack and for 
the warning of all merchant ‘ships before attack, 


| but the German Government has shifted position 


every time the issue has been brought to final 
settlement. It has persistently striven for the 
privilege of attacking all enemy merchant ships, 
while protesting its good intention to America and 
offering reparation for destroyed American lives 
ahd property. The armed vessel excuse is the 
last resort. 

The principle, the right, the law and the rule 
for which the President stands are clearly recog- 
nized as just and sound. But because his firm 
stand might lead to trouble—when it is ever poss!- 
ble to take a firm stand without such a possibility ? 
—Congress threatens to revolt. 

The situation is unfortunate. It may nullify 
the President’s work without accomplishing the 
end desired by opposition Congressmen. We are 
more likely to drift into war through weakness 
and surrender of principle than to bring it on by 
a firm, strong, righteous stand. By warning 
Americans to keep off the ships of belligerents we 
would yield all for which we have contended; 
yet the destruction of American lives, despite the 
warning, would lead to such popular resentment 
that reprisals would be inevitable. If we stand 
for principle and our clear rights, trouble may be 
averted. We at least would be vindicated. 

Congress has the power in large measure fo tie 
the President’s hand. He must. have the support 
of a congressional majority in taking decisive 
measures which might bring on war. 

What would Roosevelt or Root have done in 
the presidency if Congress had refused to back a 
protest against the Belgian invasion, or summary 
action on account of the Lusitania or the Arabic? 
“What would they do in the present crisis? Would 


ithey ape the Romanoffs, the Hohenzollerns and 


Hapsburgs? 

We do not want hostile action if we can avoid 
it with honor. But honor cannot be defended 
nor war successfully waged without unity of 
opinion and action.

THE OZAR VISITS THE DUMA. 

Czar Nicholas’ attendance at the opening of the 

Duma, hailed by the Petrograd press and public as 
one of the most important events in Russian po- 
litical history, is not so significant as it might be. 
It was a visit of imperial grace, a politicianly com- 
pliment to the so-called representatives of the peo- 
ple, a “recognition” purely voluntary; but it con- 
ferred no real powers on that. body, and relin- 
quished no royal prerogatives. It was essentially 
patronizing, and if the Duma felt flattered it was 
because it forgot that the Czar could dissolve it at 
his will. Kings in trouble have always stooped to 
eajolery. It is only when subjects are at issue 
with their rulers that popular rights and liberties 
may be said to be looking up. A popular Czar on 
friendly terms with his people is the most dan- 
gerous kind. 
It is only a hopeful idealism which can as yet 
regard the European war as an issue between de- 
mocracy and monarchy. It has disclosed no such 
phase in any of the empires or monarchies in- 
volved, but on the con everywhere an in- 
creased loyalty of subjects to their rulers and 
feudal institutions. 
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The United States army being the “best paid, 
best fed and best kept,” it will be expected to 
do the best defensive fighting. 
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RAILROAD WAGE ORISIS. 

This year sees that much-discussed “solidarity” 
of railroad employes an accomplished fact on 280,- 
000 miles of railroad, covering the entire country, 
and a part of Canada, and demanding concessions 
that leave not only the company managers breath- 
less, but shippers and consumers. 

The unit of wage payment to employes moving 
rolling stock is 100 miles traversed or 10 hours in 
time. The new demands accept the 100 miles as 
the basic unit with minor exceptions, but insist 
on eight instead of 10 hours as the time unit. 

If accompanied by. a proviso that, except in 
emergency, the employes should work no more 
than eight hours a day, these demands might be 
viewed sympathetically as belonging to the same 
class as other demands for reduced working hours. 

But no intent to include such a proviso exists. 
Tt is afimitted that a change in the unit of time 
payment is wanted, not to decrease the number 

of hours ordinarily worked, but to increase the 
total amount of pay. 

The men ask. the same scale of pay for eight 
hours as they now receive for 10 hours. At pres- 
ent, overtime is paid for at such .rate as is 
paid per hour during the standard day. But under 
the new arrangement overtime must be paid for 
at one and a half times the standard rate. ~ 

A man who now receives $4 for a 10-hour day, 
or 40 cents an hour, will, if the. new scale is 
granted, receive $4 for an eight-hour day, or 50 
conts an hour, an increase of 25 per cent an hour 
He will continue to work 10 hours and for each of 
the two hours tm excess of eight will receive one 
and a half times 50 cents, or 75 cents an hour,

Now they are seek- 
ing to enforce in a single demand and on a single 
date an increase almost as great in percentage and 
practically as great in amount as the total of all 
those to which the railroads were allowed 12 years 
to adjust themselves. 

It was announced that the men would not arbi- 
trate, but would strike if the revolutionary con- 
cessions were refused. Such a strike, affecting 
every mile of road in the United States, is 
unthinkable. The rule of reason must be in- 
troduced to modify not only the demands but the 
proposed mmnots of putting them in effect. 
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WELSHING ON A BARGAIN. 

The increase in fares to Granite City announced 
by the McKinley line is a brazen violation of a 
franchise contract with the city of St. Louis 
which should be violable only on the clearest and 
most -explicit of showings satisfactory to the 
law. e 

Not only the interests of the coke but its 

self-respect, demand that, St. Louis shall utilize 
every legal resource in its power to resist this new 
and as yet unjustified exaction. 

The means by which it has been sought to en- 
force the new rate cause as much resentment as 
the disregard of the conditions of a bargain to 
which the line had gladly agreed. In that bar- 
gain, in which it is yet.to be proved that the com- 
pany was worsted, the city gave a consideration 
of great value, and attempts on its part to with- 
draw such consideration would have occasioned 
an outcry of welshing, »bad faith and shocking 
lack of principle. ‘ 

Assuming that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has jurisdiction over the observance of 
these contract obligations, the company filed no- 
tice of the increased schedule with that body 
without notice to the city. The 20-day period al- 
lowed for protest having expired, also without no- 
tice to the city from the commission of the 
pendency of the tentative schedule, it is contended

No time should be wasted in splitting hairs over 
questions of jurisdiction.

If snap judgment can be taken in this 
way on matters of vital importance to the public, 
and sharp practices can be successful in imposing 
new exactions without the slightest opportunity 
to determine the merits of the change, procedure 
before the commission will be placed in a new 
light. .

right to bar out a critic whose published criticism 
of dramatic performances might injure the thea- 
ter’s business. So far as New York theaters go, 
the decision is sweeping, and it would seem to up- 
hold their right not only to protect themselves 
from adverse criticism to the extent that physical 
conditions will permit, but also to obtain money 
from the public under false pretenses, to the same 
extent. To be fair it ought to be supplemented by 
a law compelling theaters to give patrons their 
money back if performances fail to come up to the 
promises of advance notices and advertisements. 
Criticism is but the expression of individual 
opinion, and the right of criticism is universal in 
a land of free speech. The theatrical critic exer. 
eises no official function; he is no censor; his

In the main, theaters 
have no more reason to complain of him than 
the public has. On the whole, criticism has been 
vastly helpful tc the theaters, and often most 
helpful when it seemed most adverse.

SEQUAH QUAcK, WHO MADE 
$5,000,000, DIES PENNILESS 


Londoner Who Posed as Red Indian in 
South Africa Had a Big 
Following.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, 
Jan. 25.—Sequah, the most famous 
itinerant quack of his time, who died 
here penniless at the age of 72, went 
through a fortune estimated at $6,- 
000,000 obtained from the credulous. 

Sequah was born in London, but 
posed as a red Indian. He had re- 
markable gifts as a showman and a 
powerful personality -that enabled 
him to work his “cures.” He inspired 
faith, drew people to him like a mag- 
net and exercised a certain spell of 
a hypnotic nature over them.

Lewis, says he hag no particular 
style, but adopts methods to meet 
those of his opponent, and that he 
can spar, slug or resort to in-fight- 
ing as the occasion may require. He 
says, too, that he wins soon as pos- 
sible, and by a Knockout in the very 
first round if he can. 

Until he arrived in St. Louis, 
Lewis supposed that he was to box 
Trendall for 12 rounds, and was sur- 
prised when he learned it was only 
eight.
